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DeFazio  on  the  exciting  hope 
of  change  under  Obama

ongressman  Peter  DeFazio 
spoke  to  Eugene  Weekly  on 
the  eve  of  Barack  Obama’s 
sweeping  victory. 

The  populist  and  popular 
local  Congressman  was  widely  quoted  in 
the  national  media  for  his  leadership  in 
opposing  the  $700  billion  federal  bailout  of 


Wall  Street.  DeFazio  will  also  write  a  new 
multi-billion-dollar  transportation  bill  as 
chair  of  a  key  House  subcommittee. 

DeFazio  spoke  of  running  for  governor, 
county  payments,  the  financial  crisis, 
gas  prices  and  the  exciting  change  that 
Democratic  control  of  the  White  House  and 
Congress  may  bring. 


News  reports  have  you 
‘thinking  out  loud’  about 
running  for  governor  in 
2010.  Is  that  true? 

This  is  not  the  time.  I’m  totally  focused 
on  getting  Obama  as  president  and  looking 
forward  to  dramatic  changes  in  the  direction 
for  the  country. 

I’m  looking  forward  to  writing  the  first 
21st  century  transportation  bill.  Everything 
we  have  done  so  far  has  just  basically  been 
an  iteration  on  the  Eisenhower  era  of  a 
national  highway  system,  and  it  is  time  to 
move  beyond  that  to  a  system  that  is  both 
more  environmentally  friendly  and  more 
fuel  efficient  and  less  congested.  I  hope  to 
take  what  I  call  a  least  cost  transportation 
approach  which  would  include  a  whole 
bunch  of  factors  such  as  fuel  and  carbon,  in 
addition  to  monetary  cost.  I  got  to  get  this 
transportation  bill  done,  and  then  that  would 
give  me  an  opportunity  to  think  about  other 
things.

Crossing  Chasms 

A  challenge  for  every  nation  and  town 


Last  Friday  I  was  sitting  at  the  kitchen 
table  of  a  friend.  I  was  recalling  an 
interview  I  had  read  in  one  of  Studs 
Terkel's  books  decades  ago.  Maybe  it  was  in 
Hard  Times,  in  which  people  recalled  their 
experiences  of  the  Great  Depression.  Maybe 
it  was  in  Working,  in  which  people  reflected  on 
their  feelings  about  the  work  they  do. 

Regardless,  the  interview  I  was  recounting  to 
my  friend  was  with  a  man  who  had  been  a  local  Ku 
Klux  Klan  leader  and  an  electrician  (or  was  he  a  plumber?) 
in  a  small  southern  town.  The  town  was  losing  its  youth  because  of  economic 
stagnation.  The  City  Council  (or  maybe  it  was  the  mayor)  appointed  this  man 
and  a  local  black  social  justice  activist  to  co-chair  a  committee  that  would 
look  at  economic  options  for  the  town. 

Neither  one  could  turn  the  offer  down  because  if  he  or  she  did  so,  the 
other  one  would  unduly  shape  the  economic  vision.  But  working  with  the 
enemy  isn't  easy,  and  one  day  the  activist  walked  into  the  electrician's  office, 
announcing  she  couldn't  continue.  Too  many  of  her  friends  were  on  her  case 
because  he  was  a  Klan  leader.  The  Klan  leader  admitted  that  he,  too,  was  on 
the  verge  of  guitting,  for  the  opposite  reason.  At  that  point,  they  both  realized 
that  these  divisions  were  themselves  the  enemy,  and  they  decided  to  stick 
together. 

At  the  end  of  the  interview,  the  man  tells  Terkel  that  the  night  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  was  shot,  he  organized  a  Klan  celebration  in  town.  Now,  he 
told  Studs,  he  gets  tears  in  his  eyes  when  he  hears  a  recording  of  King's  "I 
Have  a  Dream”  speech.  He  states  that  his  current  union  responsibility  is 
helping  African-American  electricians  navigate  their  way  into  the  union. 

That  interview  is  a  touchstone  of  my  life,  because  it  seems  to  represent  the 
surest  bridge  across  virtually  any  of  the  social  chasms  that  currently  divide 
Americans  or,  indeed,  nations:  Namely,  solve  problems  together. 

And  do  we  have  chasms.  Sarah  Palin  tells  her  "base”  that  Obama  "is  not 
a  man  who  sees  America  as  you  see  America  and  as  I  see  America.”  Samuel 
Wurzelbacher  (aka  Joe  the  Plumber)  believes  that  "[Obama's]  ideology  is 
completely  different  than  what  democracy  stands  for.”  Twenty-three  percent 
of  Texans  are  convinced  Obama  is  a  Muslim.  Where  does  this  nonsense  come 
from? 

in  his  2007  book,  Deer  Hunting  with  Jesus:  Dispatches  from  America's 
Class  War ,  Joe  Bageant  writes  of  his  own  working  class,  gun-toting, 
theocracy-leaning,  economically  screwed-over,  health  care-underserved, 
information-limited,  Republican-fodder,  white  community  in  Winchester,  Va. 

It  sounds  like  a  community  in  which  Palin,  Wurzelbacher  and  23  percent  of 
Texans  could  have  grown  up. 

But  Bageant  describes  how  ignorance  is  two-way,  with  urban  liberals 
woefully  uninformed  about  the  history,  economic  struggles,  lack  of  access  to 
education,  corporate  manipulations  and  social  pressures  that  lead  to  Palin 
politicians,  Wurzelbacher  workers  and  deer  hunting  with  Jesus. 

Of  course,  the  chasms  exist  within  each  of  our  towns,  within  each  of  our 
neighborhoods.  I  remember  leaning  on  Eugene's  street  children  to  help  me 
and  my  husband  locate  the  13-year-old  sister  of  a  15-year-old  for  whom  we 
were  establishing  legal  guardianship.  Our  community  of  street  children  is 
large,  poor,  abused  and  mostly  hidden. 

My  hope  for  an  Obama  administration  is  that  our  nation  will  take 
significant  steps  to  face  and  reduce  some  of  the  social  divisions  and 
ignorance  which  the  Bush  administrations  have  both  fanned  and  depended 
upon  for  getting  elected,  waging  wars,  filling  armies,  accepting  loss  of  job 
benefits  and  decreased  wages,  increasing  corporate  profits  and  redistributing 
wealth  to  the  wealthy. 

A  few  hours  after  I  was  telling  my  friend  about  Studs  Terkel's  memorable 
conversation  with  the  Klan  leader,  Terkel  died  at  age  96.  By  his  bedside  was  a 
copy  of  his  new  book,  P.S.  Final  Thoughts  from  a  Lifetime  of  Listening.  By  all 
accounts,  Obama  is  another  skilled  listener.  I'll  bet  Terkel  would  have  loved 
to  watch  his  fellow  Chicagoan  get  the  chance  to  try  to  bridge  some  of  the 
chasms  to  which  Terkel  faithfully  bore  witness  and  which  don't  have  to  plague 
our  nation.

DIARRHEA  OR  CONSTIPATION? 

Upon  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union, 
the  “experts”  were  quick  to  proclaim  that 
communism  was  dead.  We  may  now  be 
approaching  the  time  to  proclaim  that 
capitalism  is  on  the  way  out  too.  While 
communism  demonstrated  that  government 
shouldn’t  run  business,  the  recent  economic 
collapse  is  demonstrating  that  business 
shouldn’t  run  government. 

Let  us  remember,  though,  that  we  have 
more  choices  than  those  two  extreme  ends 
of  the  spectrum  listed  above.  Comparing 
U.S.-style  capitalism  with  Soviet-style 
communism  is  like  comparing  diarrhea 
with  constipation.  Under  one  condition, 
growth  and  consumer  excess  come  spewing 
out  in  a  torrent  while  in  the  other  condition, 
little  or  nothing  comes  out.  Most  of  us 
don’t  care  to  suffer  from  either  of  those  two 
opposite  conditions.  We’d  like  something  in 
the  middle. 

Let  us  emerge  from  our  current  economic 
crisis  intent  on  establishing  a  new  economic 
model  with  the  inherent  efficiencies  of  a 
market  driven  system  but  with  various 
other  characteristics  largely  unheard  of  in 
the  now- collapsing  economic  model:  We 
must  have  full  cost  accounting  to  factor  in 
environmental  and  social  costs.  We  must 
develop  a  steady  state  economic  model  no 
longer  dependent  on  growth.  There  must  be 
a  societal  mandate  that  basic  human  needs 
shall  be  met  on  a  global  level.  Obscene 
wealth  must  be  discouraged.  Greed  and 
corruption  must  not  be  rewarded.  And 
last  but  not  least,  genuine,  meaningful 
sustainability  must  be  sought.

I  doubt  any  officer  really  wants 
to  shoot  and  kill.  The  Taser  proposal  has 
some  merit  —  Taser  or  bullets?  But  it’s  a 
distinction  lost  on  the  300  people  who  have 
died  after  being  Tasered.  Death  by  multiple 
Tasering  is  surely  a  horrible  way  to  die; 
given  the  choice,  they  may  have  preferred 
a  bullet.  There  must  be  a  better  tool  to 
protect  police  and  others  without  causing

I  am  writing  in  response  to  Ellen  and 
Rachel’s  dire  appeal  to  “disenfranchised” 
voters  in  “World  in  Crisis”  (letters,  10/16). 
The  only  arguments  they  present  hinge  on 
how  critical  the  election  is  (when  is  it  not?) 
and  whether  the  candidates  are  perceived  to 
be  the  same. 

The  real  issues  are:  Is  voting  a  means  of 
effecting  change?  Is  the  political  system  itself 
legitimate?  Does  the  system  truly  represent 
the  will  and  interests  of  “the  people”? 

Elections  lend  an  appearance  of 
legitimacy,  a  symbolic  gesture  that 
allows  the  masses  to  “participate”  in  the 
political  system,  but  doesn’t  enable  them 
to  determine  public  policy.  Policy  reflects 
the  interests  and  values  of  the  minority  who 
take  part  in  the  policymaking  process  not 
those  of  “the  people.” 

Most  voters  are  ignorant  about  the 
actual  policy  stands  of  candidates;  most 
vote  based  on  traditional  party  ties  and/or 
on  the  basis  of  the  candidate’s  image  (which 
is  a  media  creation!).  Elections  are  rife  with 
various  forms  of  voter  intimidation  and 
disenfranchisement. 

Our  lives  are  affected  primarily  by 
the  decisions  of  private  institutions  and 
organizations.  The  entire  domain  of  private 
decision  making  by  corporate  and  financial 
elites  is  ignored  in  elections. 

When  you  find  yourself  voting  for 
“change,”  perhaps  Josef  Stalin’s  words 
will  haunt  you;  “Those  who  vote  decide 
nothing.  Those  who  count  the  votes  decide 
everything.”

is  spotlighting  ECOHillel,  a  committee  of 
students  focusing  on  environmental  issues. 
“The  environment  and  Judaism  are  my 
biggest  passions,”  says  Belinda  Judelman, 
head  of  the  committee. 

After  prayers,  students  are  requested  to 
read  from  pieces  of  100  percent  recycled 
paper  left  on  top  of  reusable  bags  donated 
by  Market  of  Choice.  The  students  read 
quotes  on  sustainability  from  Deuteronomy, 
Jewish  folktales  about  respecting  the  earth, 
tips  on  sustainability  and  statistics  on 
energy  consumption. 

“I  would  like  to  make  this  the  greenest 
Hillel  possible,”  says  Paul  Bessemer, 
Hillel’s  executive  director,  addressing  the 
room.  “We  should  be  a  light  unto  nations, 
bright  ...  but  only  a  20  watt  bulb.” 
Everyone  chuckles  as  they  hurry  to  line  up 
for  the  evening’s  completely  organic  menu 
of  stuffed  peppers,  potatoes,  orzo  and  but¬ 
ternut  squash  soup,  purchased  at  the  local 
Tuesday  Market.  Tonight  the  usual  paper 
plates,  plastic  forks  and  cups  are  traded  in 
for  reusable  plates  and  silverware. 

“Our  goal  is  to  make  baby  steps,”  says 
Navit  Parker.  The  committee  is  currently 
working  to  make  some  green  changes  in 
the  Hillel  building,  like  improving  the  lack 
of  insulation  from  single  paned  windows. 
The  committee  started  recycling  practices 
last  year,  and  when  the  weather  improves, 
community  gardens  may  be  planted. 
ECOHillel  also  wants  to  see  other  students 
eating  locally  grown  foods,  especially  in 
the  dorms. 

The  committee  looks  forward  to  having 
more  events  that  focus  on  the  educational 
points.  Parker  would  like  to  have  short 
environmental  discussions  after  services. 
For  now,  the  committee  is  happy  to  have 
students  attend  the  event. 

After  dinner  several  students  make  sure 
no  food  goes  to  waste  by  taking  leftover 
orzo  home.  “It’s  delicious,”  says  Maya 
Protter,  who  regularly  attends  Hillel.  “The 
perfect  mix  of  veggies  and  starch.”

SPREAD  THE  WEALTH 
IN  OREGON 

With  Barack  Obama  popular  in  Oregon  while  calling  for  a  tax  increase  on 
those  earning  more  than  $250,000,  could  such  a  tax  plan  work  here? 

If  Oregon  state  income  taxes  were  raised  10  percent  on  those  earning  more 
than  $250,000  adjusted  gross  income,  taxes  on  everyone  else  could  be  cut 
about  4  percent,  according  to  an  El/I/  analysis  of  state  tax  return  data.  That's  an 
average  savings  of  $86. 

About  2  percent  of  people  in  Oregon  make  more  than  $250,000  after  deduc¬ 
tions.  The  rest,  98  percent,  make  less  and  would  get  the  tax  break. 

If  somewhat  similar  to  Obama's  plan,  taxes  went  up  for  those  over  $250,000 
and  stayed  the  same  for  those  earning  $100,000  to  $250,000,  everyone  else 
would  save  6  percent  or  $91  on  average.  About  90  percent  of  state  taxpayers 
make  less  than  $100,000. 

The  state  could,  of  course,  decide  to  keep  the  money  to  unpack  crowded 
classrooms.  In  that  case  the  tax  increase  for  the  wealthiest  2  percent  translates 
into  $143  million  in  new  annual  revenue. 

Oregon's  wealthiest  could  easily  afford  a  tax  increase.  In  the  last  three 
decades  the  income  of  the  wealthiest  1  percent  of  Oregonians  has  doubled  while 
the  wage  of  the  typical  Oregon  worker  has  dropped  slightly  after  adjusting  for 
inflation,  according  to  the  Oregon  Center  for  Public  Policy  (OCPP). 

Lane  County  doesn't  have  an  income  tax.  A  regressive,  flat  tax  on  people  at 
the  same  rate  regardless  of  income  was  voted  down  last  year.  If  the  county 
imposed  a  10  percent  surcharge  on  state  income  taxes  only  for  those  making 
more  than  $250,000  a  year,  the  tax  would  generate  about  $11  million  per  year. 

The  $11  million  could  be  used  to  reduce  county  property  taxes  on  the  poor.  In 
Oregon,  property  taxes  hit  the  poor  about  three  times  harder  than  the  rich, 
according  to  studies  of  taxes  as  a  percent  of  income  by  the  Center  for  Tax 
Justice  (CTJ). 

The  county  could  also  keep  the  revenue.  Lane  County  faces  big  deficits  as 
federal  timber  payments  are  scheduled  to  ramp  down  over  the  next  four  years 
and  may  not  be  renewed. 

The  city  of  Eugene  could  also  do  an  Obama-style  tax  on  the  rich.  A  surcharge 
on  state  income  taxes  for  those  earning  more  than  $100,000  a  year  (beginning 
at  2  percent  and  increasing  to  4  percent  for  incomes  over  $500,000)  would 
generate  roughly  $5  million  per  year,  according  to  city  tax  studies. 

The  city  could  use  the  money  to  help  4J  reduce  class  sizes.  An  earlier  city 
effort  using  property  taxes  to  help  schools  ran  afoul  of  Measure  5.  But  Measure 
5  does  not  restrict  using  income  taxes  to  fund  schools.

WOPR  PROTEST 
PERIOD  REINSTATED 

Local  activists  including  Oregon  Wild  and  Cascadia  Wildlands  Project  were 
among  five  groups  that  filed  a  complaint  in  federal  court  last  week  against  the 
BLM's  Western  Oregon  Plan  Revisions  (WOPR).  The  groups  argued  that  by  elimi¬ 
nating  a  30-day  public  protest  period,  the  BLM  violated  federal  law.  On  Nov.  4,  the 
BLM  decided  to  reverse  its  decision  and  will  allow  the  protest  period  after  all. 

Normally  anyone  who  participated  in  a  comment  period  is  given  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  protest  the  version  of  a  plan  that  results  from  the  agency's  planning  pro¬ 
cess.  The  BLM  had  argued  that  because  the  WOPR  has  caused  such  controversy, 
it  won't  be  signed  off  on  by  BLM  state  director  Ed  Shepard;  instead,  Assistant 
Interior  Secretary  Stephen  Allred  will  sign  off.  This  meant,  according  to  the  BLM, 
that  there  was  no  need  for  a  protest  period  since  that  applies  only  to  documents 
approved  by  state  directors  or  district  managers. 

The  enviros  begged  to  differ.  Some  30,000  people  commented  on  the  BLM's 
controversial  plan,  which  calls  for  a  dramatic  increase  in  public  lands  logging,  and 
reduces  protections  for  old-growth  forests.  Doug  Heiken  of  Oregon  Wild  says,  "the 
public  has  a  right  to  comment  on  the  government's  proposal"  and  points  out  that 
there  have  been  substantive  changes  to  the  WOPR  since  the  original  comment 
period. 

According  to  CWP's  legal  director  Dan  Kruse,  the  BLM  under  the  Bush  admin¬ 
istration  tried  to  cut  out  that  review  period  because  "they  want  the  final  decision 
made  while  the  Bush  administration  is  still  in  office." 

Kruse  says  that  both  the  decision  to  move  the  decision  up  the  administrative 
echelon  and  the  decision  to  cut  out  the  protest  period  violated  federal  law. 

Kruse  says  of  the  decision  to  go  forward  with  the  protest  period  after  all,  "This 
is  great  news,  so  long  as  the  BLM  takes  the  protest  period  seriously  and  uses  it  as 
an  opportunity  to  actually  consider  the  input  they  receive.  But  if  the  BLM  is  just 
going  to  plow  forward  with  their  original  schedule,  without  any  meaningful 
response  or  review,  then  I  don't  think  we've  accomplished  much."

Lame-duck  Secretary  of  State  Bill  Bradbury  talks  openly  about  his  hopes  to 
succeed  Ted  Kulongoski.  Peter  DeFazio  brushes  off  the  subject  in  this  week's 
Q&A  in  El/I/.  Newly  elected  Secretary  of  State  Kate  Brown  and  Attorney 
General  John  Kroger  often  are  mentioned.  It's  too  early  for  either  of  them. 
Steve  Novick  is  a  possibility.  And,  of  course,  there's  Eugene's  Rick  Dancer, 
whose  strong  Republican  financial  support  and  TV  personality  pushed  him 
surprisingly  high  in  the  secretary  of  state  race.  Enough!  Let's  go  take  a  hike 
in  the  non-political  rain. 

•  Here's  a  sticky  argument  we  all  can  have  now  that  the  big  arguments  are 
over  for  a  couple  of  days.  Retired  Oregon  Supreme  Court  Justice  Betty 
Roberts  spoke  to  the  City  Club  of  Eugene  Oct.  31  and  took  the  first  guestion 
from  Jack  Roberts,  director  of  the  Lane  Metro  Partnership.  He  asked  about 
the  "Sarah  Palin  effect.'' 

Betty  Roberts,  who  was  the  first  woman  on  the  Oregon  Supreme  Court, 
said  she  thought  it  was  good  to  have  more  women  of  every  political  persua¬ 
sion  running.  It's  important  for  women  to  get  more  visibility  in  public  life,  she 
said,  no  matter  what  their  politics.  We  would  argue  that  the  selection  of  a 
woefully  unprepared  and  inadeguate  woman  to  run  for  vice-president  with  an 
elderly  man  on  the  top  of  the  ticket  does  not  advance  the  cause  of  women  in 
politics.  To  really  compete,  women  in  politics  probably  need  to  be  smarter  and 
tougher  than  the  men  out  there. 

•  Mainstream  newspapers  are  shrinking  and  broadcast  newsrooms  are  also 
in  trouble,  particularly  now  that  election  ads  are  over.  What  will  save  them? 
The  UO  hosted  a  Society  for  Professional  Journalists  all-day  conference  Oct. 
25  for  reporters  and  editors.  Excellent  presenters  from  around  the  Northwest 
focused  on  how  news  organizations  can  reinvent  themselves.  Lots  of  talk 
about  websites,  blogs,  YouTube,  Twitter  and  new  "economic  models''  for  suc¬ 
cess,  but  little  discussion  about  how  journalism  itself  is  to  blame  for  the  finan¬ 
cial  woes  of  traditional  media.  Give  the  public  lively,  compelling,  relevant  con¬ 
tent  and  they  will  stick  with  you.  Give  people  superficial,  predictable  stories 
and  recycled  press  releases  and  they  will  flock  to  something  more  stimulating, 
such  as  Jon  Stewart,  Stephen  Colbert,  Bill  Maher,  or  conservative  talk  radio. 
National  content  in  print  form  is  yesterday's  news,  so  political  junkies  turn  to 
interactive  political  websites. 

To  be  fair,  top-notch  journalists  are  still  cranking  out  great  copy  and  news¬ 
papers  remain  the  primary  source  for  original  content  in  this  country,  but  big 
papers  are  unwisely  laying  off  innovative  reporters  and  creative  photogra¬ 
phers  in  order  to  maintain  profits.  It's  a  downward  spiral.  Newspapers  need  to 
rise  to  the  challenge  with  better  content,  rather  than  dumb  down  and  pander 
to  their  shrinking  advertiser  base. 

•  Why  are  squad  cars  often  left  locked  and  idling  on  the  street?  One  El/1/ 
reader  recently  told  us  she  observed  an  EPD  officer  go  into  Starbucks  at 
Broadway  and  Pearl  for  a  45-minute  lunch,  leaving  his  patrol  car  running: 
"With  people  bitching  about  the  cost  of  gas  and  the  lack  of  funding  for  the 
police,  did  he  really  feel  the  need  to  leave  his  car  running  for  the  duration  of 
his  lunch?”  EPD's  spokesperson  Kerry  Delf  says:  "The  standard  eguipment  in 
police  patrol  vehicles  draws  an  enormous  amount  of  power  compared  with 
the  average  citizen's  vehicle.  An  officer's  decision  whether  or  not  to  leave  his 
or  her  vehicle  idling  is  a  balancing  act  between  the  desire  to  conserve  fuel 
and  reduce  emissions  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  need  to  keep  the  vehicle's 
battery  and  the  necessary  eguipment  powered  up  and  ready  to  respond  to 
emergency  calls  on  the  other  hand.  That  said,  the  city  of  Eugene  is  currently 
working  to  implement  new  guidelines  to  further  limit  idling  of  police  vehicles.” 

U.S.  government  figures  tell  us  idling  a  V 6  engine  at  800  RPM  for  one 
hour  with  AC  running  burns  about  .7  gallon  of  gas,  costing  about  $2.  EPD  has 
45  police  cars  and  idling  each  an  hour  a  day  would  cost  taxpayers  $33,000  a 
year,  not  counting  engine  wear  and  the  hidden  costs  of  air  pollution.  One  solu¬ 
tion  here  would  be  to  outfit  our  high-mileage  cops  with  hybrids,  which  have 
huge  batteries.  Another  solution:  less  driving,  more  walking.

SEE  PRAIRIE 
BEFORE  IT’S 
GONE 

Activists  are  always  asking  Eugeneans 
to  sign  a  petition,  take  a  hike,  attend  a  rally 
or  write  a  letter  to  save  some  wild  place  in 
Oregon  before  it  disappears.  Thanks  to 
Frommer’s  travel  guides,  one  of 
those  wild  places  has  received 
national  attention  this  week 
as  a  top  500  place  to  see 
before  it  disappears. 

Willow  Creek  Preserve, 

“remarkably  close  to 
downtown  Eugene” 
as  the  guide  puts 
it,  was  counted 
among  famed 
places  like  the  city 
of  Babylon,  Mount 
Kilimanjaro,  the  Taj 
Mahal,  the  Dead  Sea  and 
the  Galapagos  Islands  in 
Frommer’s  500  Places  to 
See  Before  They  Disappear. 

Stephen  Anderson  of  the 
Nature  Conservancy  says  that  the  preserve 
itself  is  actually  in  no  danger  of  disappear¬ 
ing  because  the  Conservancy  protects  it, 
“It’s  part  of  a  system  of  protected  areas  in 
the  West  Eugene  Wetlands  that  are  pro¬ 
tected  because  visionary  local  leaders  saw 
the  threats  decades  ago  and  took  action 
which  continues  today,”  says  Anderson. 

Willow  Creek  Preserve  protects  a  small 
portion  of  the  endangered  native  prairie 
and  oak  savanna  that  used  to  exist  across 
the  Willamette  Valley.  Only  2  percent  of 
the  habitat  remains,  says  Anderson. 
Although  Willow  Creek  is  protected,  he 
says,  he  thinks  the  book  “makes  a  larger 


point”  about  the  Willamette  Valley’s 
endangered  prairie  and  savanna  habitats. 
Those  habitats  are  the  home  of  the 
Willamette  Valley  daisy  and  the  threatened 
Kincaid’s  lupine,  which  is  the  host  for  the 
endangered  Fender’s  blue  butterfly. 

The  butterfly  is  so  rare  it  was  thought  to 
be  extinct  until  1989,  when  an  OSU 
researcher  found  one  by  accident.  The  spe¬ 
cies  are  “increasingly  jeopardized  by 
relentless  growth  and  development  in  the 
valley,”  says  Anderson,  who  adds  we  are  at 
a  “tipping  point  of  being  able  to  save  them 
for  future  generations.” 

If  you  want  to  check  out  Willow  Creek 
Preserve  for  yourself  and  see  what 
all  the  eco-tourists  will  soon  be  head¬ 
ing  to  Eugene  to  see,  head  out  West 
18th,  go  one  third  of  a  mile  past 
Bertelsen  Road  and  park  on  the 
left  side  of  the  road;  the 
preserve  is  on  your  left 
(and  LTD  route 
30-Bertelsen  stops  at 
18th  &  Bertselsen).

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the  biggest  storm  of  the  season.  They 
turned  back  soon  after  the  hike  began  as 
trees  fell  and  branches  crashed  down 
around  them. 

A  few  hikers,  including  Congressman 
Peter  DeFazio,  have  since  made  the  strenu¬ 
ous  eight-mile  round-trip  bushwhack  into 
the  proposed  Devil’s  Staircase  wilderness 
area,  and  an  organized  hike  is  planned 
again  for  Saturday,  Nov.  8,  rain  or  shine. 
The  forecast  for  Saturday  is  70  percent 
chance  of  rain. 

The  Devil’s  Staircase  is  a  place  where 
Wassen  Creek  “spills  over  a  half  dozen 
sandstone  benches  into  deep,  bathtub-sized 
pools,”  says  EW  outdoors  writer  James 
Johnston,  last  year’s  trip  leader. 

The  purpose  of  the  hike  is  to  educate 
people  about  the  remote  and  biologically 
diverse  19,000-acre  roadless  forest  target¬ 
ed  for  logging  under  the  Bush  administra¬ 
tion’s  Western  Oregon  Plan  Revision.  Until 
recently  Wassen  Creek  was  protected  as  an 
“Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern” 
and  as  spotted  owl  habitat.

DeFazio  on  the  exciting  hope 
of  change  under  Obama 


(Continued  from  page  1) 


Will  it  be  an  exciting  time  to  be  on 
Capitol  Hill  with  the  new  Democratic 
majority? 

If  they  can  get  close  to  60  [votes  in  the  Senate],  they 
should  be  able  to  close  off  debate  and  get  some  work 
done. 

We’ve  been  talking  about  some  sort  of  system  of 
national  health  insurance  for  a  hundred  years.  With  Obama 
as  president,  I  think  we  got  a  good  shot  at  it.  We’re  going 
to  be  bringing  an  end  to  the  war  in  Iraq.  We’re  going 
to  be  looking  at  a  more  energy  efficient,  21st  century 
transportation  system.  The  list  is  really  long.  It  could  be 
incredibly  exciting  to  actually  be  able  to  get  some  of  these 
things  done. 

Is  this  the  last  county  payments 
extension? 

I  think  Senator  Wyden  says  [after  this  extension], 
that’s  it.  I  have  not  gone  there  yet.  I  would  like  to  pair  a 
continuation  of  county  payments  if  possible  at  the  four 
year  level,  which  would  be  a  reduced  level  [since]  it  phases 
down  over  the  next  four  years,  with  my  plan  to  enhance 
forest  health  with  a  thinning  program  which  just  happens 
to  deliver  more  timber.  I  would  increase  the  county’s 
share  for  the  revenues  of  that  timber.  A  combination  of 
those  two  would  fill  about  two-thirds  of  the  hole.  But  if 
I  was  a  county  commissioner,  I  would  be  extraordinarily 
conservative  with  these  funds  as  they  come  in,  and  I  would 
put  as  much  of  it  as  I  could  away.  Bush  doubled  the  debt  in 
four  years.  There  is  going  to  be  tremendous  pressure  to  rein 
in  spending  any  way  possible. 

One  of  the  premises  of  county 
payments  is  a  payment  in  lieu  of 
taxes.  But  there  aren’t  a  lot  of  local 
taxes  on  private  timber  lands  anyway. 
Do  we  need  an  increase? 

I  would  not  say  that  is  an  argument  that  transfers  to  the 
federal  government  not  having  an  obligation  to  provide 
revenues  to  counties  that  are  substantially  federally  owned. 
It’s  not  an  argument  that  anyone  raised  [in  Congress] .  There 
was  no  one  saying,  well  gee,  those  states  could  do  more. 

Can  Obama  pass  his  tax  increase  on 
the  wealthy? 

The  beauty  of  the  tax  reform  he  is  talking  about  is 
that  most  of  it  requires  inaction.  Congress  is  very  good  at 
inaction. 

With  the  Bush  tax  cuts  they  played  a  trick.  Since  they 
were  going  to  bankrupt  the  country  with  these  tax  cuts, 
they  pretended  [the  cuts]  were  going  to  expire.  So  all 
Congress  has  to  do  is  modify.  The  deal  that  can  be  cut  here, 
since  it  will  require  action  by  Congress  to  continue  the 
middle  class  tax  cuts,  is  there  will  be  a  modification  of  the 
inheritance  tax.  So  I  think  there’s  a  very  good  chance  we 
can  get  [Obama’s]  tax  program.

What  about  the  health  care  program? 

I  support  the  Obama  approach,  which  is  to  build  on  the 
existing  system  but  make  it  more  fair  and  extend  it  to  the 
rest  of  America.  The  one  thing  is  the  insurance  industry 
hardly  every  loses  a  battle  in  Washington.  But  today  health 
care  is  out  of  reach  of  more  and  more  Americans,  close  to 
50  million.  I  think  it  is  doable. 

Obama  has  also  talked  about 
increasing  student  aid.  Do  you  think 
that  would  fly? 

We’ve  just  got  to  find  where  the  money  is  going  to 
come  from.  I  could  find  it  in  a  flash.  I  think  maybe  people 
who  invest  for  a  living  should  pay  the  same  rate  of  taxes 
as  people  that  work  for  a  living.  That  would  raise  a  whole 
heck  of  a  lot  of  money. 

Is  there  a  risk  with  the  Democrats 
being  in  total  power  that  there’s  no 
one  else  to  blame  if  something  goes 
wrong? 

Absolutely.  If  we  don’t  deliver,  we  could  be  out  on  our 
fannies  very  quickly.  We  need  to  make  clear  that  this  all 
can’t  be  done  very  quickly,  but  we’re  going  to  set  a  path. 

It’s  imperative  that  we  revisit  the  bailout.  People  are  so 
angry  and  growing  more  cynical  day  by  day  as  they  read 
about  the  way  Hank,  [Treasury  Secretary]  Henry  Paulson, 
has  applied  it.  We’ve  got  to  show  a  definitive  difference 
between  Democrats  and  Republicans.  We’ve  got  to 
deliver  and  reform  the  bailout  and  start  to  invest  in  the  real 


six  years  ago  to  go  to  war.  The  month  before  the  election, 
they  got  stampeded  into  accepting  an  unnecessarily 
huge  bailout  without  any  adequate  conditions  to  protect 
taxpayers.  Paulson  is  lending  money  to  banks  who  are 
saying  they  are  going  to  use  it  for  dividends.  Paulson  is 
lending  money  to  banks  who  say  they  don’t  need  it,  but 
they  will  think  of  something  to  do  with  it  like  maybe  buy 
other  banks,  but  they’re  not  going  to  lend  it.  He’s  lending 
money  to  banks  that  are  saying  they  are  going  to  give  their 
execs  bonuses  as  big  as  last  year  despite  the  near  collapse 
of  the  world  economy. 

What  do  you  think  of  the  bonuses? 

I  think  those  guys  should  go  to  jail  instead  of  getting 
bonuses.  We  need  to  dedicate  some  of  the  funds  to  the 
FBI  who  has  been  asking  for  a  thousand  agents  to  both 
investigate  what  has  happened  and  oversee  the  bailout. 

We  need  to  curtail  his  [Paulson’s]  ability  to  spend  any 
additional  funds.  Just  think  what  this  guy  is  going  to  do  on 
his  way  out  the  door  on  the  way  back  to  Wall  Street  on  Jan. 
19th.  His  buddies  on  Wall  Street,  they  won’t  know  what  to 
do  with  all  the  money  he’ll  be  showering  on  them. 

The  bill  does  not  restrict  in  any  meaningful  way 
corporate  executive  salaries  or  golden  parachutes.  It  didn’t 
even  meet  the  laugh  test.  I’m  still  angry  about  this. 

When  I  started  hearing  about  mergers,  I  said  why  would 
you  want  to  encourage  banks  to  get  bigger  because  then 
you  end  up  with  what  you  call  too  big  to  fail.  Isn’t  that  how 
we  got  into  this? 

I’ve  got  a  well-documented  letter  from  the  steelworkers

economy,  trickle  up  economics  instead  of  trickle  down, 
extend  health  care  coverage  to  all  Americans,  increase 
education  opportunity,  bring  some  fiscal  responsibility, 
end  the  war. 

When  should  we  get  out  of  Iraq? 

I’m  not  going  to  set  a  hard  date.  Obama  has  been  very 
definitive  about  wanting  to  do  it  honorably  and  as  quickly 
and  prudently  as  possible.  For  several  years  I  have  been 
advocating  a  negotiated  timeline,  and  if  Bush  doesn’t 
negotiate  the  timeline  with  the  Iraqis,  then  Obama  will. 

Do  you  think  we’ll  get  more 
wilderness  with  Obama? 

There’s  still  a  hope  [this  year]  that  we’ll  get  an  omnibus 
wilderness  bill  that  will  include  Copper  Salmon,  it’ll 
include  Mount  Hood,  it  will  possibly  include  an  expansion 
of  the  Oregon  Caves.  It  could  possibly  include  my  proposal 
for  wild  and  scenic  status  for  a  whole  bunch  of  tributaries 
to  the  Rogue.  It  all  depends  on  the  Senate.  There’s  some 
rumor  that  this  one  recalcitrant,  somewhat  nutty  Senator 
[Tom]  Cobum  is  going  to  let  the  bill  go. 

Then  there’s  more  to  do.  I  just  went  out  two  weeks  ago 
and  hiked  into  Wassen  Creek,  and  I  would  put  that  very 
high  on  the  list  for  new  wilderness  areas. 

Why  did  you  oppose  the  $700  billion 
bailout? 

It  was  a  false  premise.  What  Secretary  Paulson  said  was 
we  will  buy  up  worthless  securities  from  banks,  which  will 
then  free  them  up  to  lend  money  to  viable  businesses.  That 
never  made  any  sense  unless  the  taxpayers  were  going  to 
volunteer  to  take  a  huge  loss.  It  was  a  cockamamie  idea 
from  day  one. 

Unfortunately  Congress  got  stampeded  just  like  it  did 


that  says  that  Warren  Buffet  is  guaranteed  a  minimal  rate 
of  return  of  19  percent.  Under  the  deal  that  the  Fed  got  for 
the  same  amount  of  money  with  Morgan  Stanley,  we’re 
guaranteed  a  return  of  negative  50  percent  for  taxpayers. 

What  if  a  stimulus  bill  builds  more 
freeways  and  increases  global 
warming? 

That’s  why  I’m  talking  about  a  21st  century 
transportation  system  with  the  whole  principle  of  least-cost 
transportation  planning,  and  one  of  the  factors  that  goes 
into  cost  is  fuel,  carbon  emissions  in  addition  to  physical 
costs,  i.e.,  dollars. 

We’re  not  about  to  begin  a  major  new  initiative  of 
building  a  whole  bunch  of  new  freeways  in  this  country, 
but  we  do  need  to  maintain  the  system  that  we  have  while 
we’re  providing  for  more  fuel  efficient  ways  of  moving 
goods  and  people.  We’re  going  to  need  a  lot  of  investment 
in  rail  and  we’re  going  to  need  investment  in  transit.

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It  didn’t  even 
meet  the  laugh 
test.  I’m  still 
angry  about 
this. 


Is  this  an  opportunity  for  Eugene 
to  ask  for  some  major  big  transit 
system? 

We’re  going  to  definitely  build  a  lot  more  street  cars 
under  an  Obama  administration.  Whether  Eugene  could 
show  that  it  has  the  density  and  demand  for  street  cars,  I 
don’t  know.  At  the  moment  we’re  focusing  on  EmX,  which 
is  at  least  establishing  right  of  way. 

My  condition  with  EmX  from  day  one  is  you’ve  got  to 
get  the  support  of  the  jurisdictions  involved.  The  Eugene 
City  Council  has  to  figure  out  how  could  you  serve  the 
west  side  with  EmX  and  get  consensus  on  that. 

Should  people  be  held  accountable 
for  the  financial  crisis? 

It’s  a  result  of  radical  deregulation,  and  there  was 
individual  fraud.  You  were  following  the  [former  Federal 
Reserve  Chairman  Alan]  Greenspan  doctrine  which  was 
no  bank,  no  entity,  no  individual  —  under  his  radical  Ayn 
Rand  philosophy  —  would  ever  do  anything  against  their 
interests  or  the  public’s  interest  or  the  company’s  interest, 
and,  of  course,  that  just  doesn’t  work. 

We’ve  allowed  these  things  to  be  constructed  which  can 
threaten  the  entire  world  economy.  It’s  hard  to  believe.  How 
can  you  have  $50  trillion  worth  of  credit  default  swaps  on 
a  market  that  in  total  is  worth  less  than  $5  trillion?  No  one 
can  quite  explain  that.  It’s  basically  gambling  at  some  level. 
Some  of  them  did  it  very  recklessly  and  very  knowingly, 
and  I  would  love  to  give  those  people  federal  hospitality 
for  a  while. 

It’s  time  for  Congress  to  say  we’re  going  to  unleash 
them  [the  FBI]  on  this  and  where  there  was  overt  fraud, 
were  going  to  find  them  and  put  them  in  jail.  Where  it  was 
just  stupidity  and  deregulation,  we’re  going  to  fix  it  by 
having  a  good  robust  system  of  regulation  in  place  in  the 
future. 

Is  this  the  tip  of  the  iceberg?  Is  this 
going  to  happen  with  credit  cards, 
with  student  loans? 

What’s  happening  in  student  lending  is  good.  Private 
companies  are  getting  out  of  the  business.  We  should  do 
the  whole  thing  through  the  national  direct  student  loan 
system  where  we  can  give  them  lower  interest  rates  and 
better  terms. 

Credit  cards  could  be  a  big  problem.  They’ve  turned 
credit  cards  into  another  collateralized  debt  obligation.  No 
one  fully  understands  it. 

Gas  prices  have  gone  way  up  and 
down  in  a  matter  of  months.  Why? 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  amount  of  manipulation 
and  speculation.  There  were  credible  analysts  who  testified 
last  summer  that  between  40  and  50  percent  of  the  price 
of  a  gallon  of  gas  was  speculative.  It  was  just  a  mania.  We 
need  to  regulate  the  commodities  markets. 

If  you  look  at  Exxon  Mobil’s  profits  this  quarter,  guess 
what,  the  largest  corporate  profit  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
I  have  supported  windfall  profit  taxes.  61/If

CELEBRATE  THE  FUTURE 


Lots  of  reasons  to  whoop  and  holler  this  week  as  voters  send  a  clear  message  nationally  and  locally 
that  they  are  ready  for  dramatic  and  genuine  reform.  It’s  time  to  abandon  mid-20th  century  thinking 
and  move  forward  into  a  more  peaceful,  prosperous  and  eco-friendly  future.  The  ideological  battle 
is  over  and  it’s  time  to  get  to  work  on  the  devilish  details  of  creating  a  better  world,  a  better  nation, 
a  better  city.  Here’s  our  take  on  the  election  results,  assuming  that  the  numbers  will  hold  as  we  go 
to  press  Wednesday  morning. 


Mayor  Kitty  Piercy’s  presumed  reelection  (if  her  1  percent  lead  hoi 
is  a  validation  of  her  commitment  to  working  for  the  future  by  planning  for 
the  realities  of  limited  resources.  Look  around:  Very  little  about  Eugene 
is  truly  sustainable,  and  Piercy,  much  more  than  Jim  Torrey,  is  trying  to 
change  that.  She  needs  our  support  to  move  her  agenda  ahead,  and  she 
also  needs  to  be  urged  to  do  even  more:  to  take  stronger  stands  on  land 
use,  transportation  and  other  issues  of  livability.  She  now  has,  hopefully, 
four  more  years  to  help  us  catch  up  with  cities  that  are  embarrassingly 
more  green  than  Eugene. 


Rob  Handy  has  a  tiny  lead  over  Bobby  Green  as  we  go  to  press.  A 
Handy  victory  would  bring  big  changes  to  the  dynamics  of  the  Lane  County 
Commission.  The  commissioners  deal  regularly  with  land  use  and  transportation 
issues,  and  Handy  would  be  a  progressive  swing  vote.  Green  is  knowledgeable  and  good  on  social  issues,  so  if 
he  loses,  we  wish  him  well. 


Eugene  measures  supporting  4J  and  LCC  passed  easily,  showing  once  again  that  Eugene  is  all 
about  education.  We  were  worried  about  the  LCC  bond  measure  since  the  last  LCC  funding  effort  failed. 

but  voters  apparently  recognize  Lane’s  growing  role  in  bolstering  our  region’s  economy. 
Eugeneans  also  showed  their  strong  support  for  the  independent  police  auditor,  and 
surprisingly,  for  street  repair. 

Gordon  Smith  is  narrowly  leading  Jeff  Merkley  as  we  go  to  press,  but  we’re  still 
hoping  delayed  returns  from  Lane  and  Multnomah  counties  will  turn  the  race.  A  Merkley  win 
would  be  huge  for  Oregon  and  for  Congress.  Merkley’s  got  what  it  takes:  He’s  respected  by 
his  colleagues  for  being  solid,  dependable  and  consistent.  We  have  watched  him  develop  into  a 
strong,  confident  candidate,  and  he  would  be  excellent  in  Congress. 


The  Obama  campaign  has  been  remarkable,  unlike  anything  we’ve  ever  seen,  not 
only  in  size  but  also  in  its  intelligence  and  consistently  professional  tone.  Obama  has  been  an 
exceptionally  solid,  strong,  disciplined  candidate,  with  little  turmoil  in  his  campaign.  Most 
large  political  campaigns  are  fraught  with  infighting  and  disorganization.  Not  this  one,  and 
that  bodes  well  for  an  Obama  administration. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  new  activists,  many  quite  young,  have  cut  their  teeth  on  this 
campaign.  Their  enthusiasm  and  experience  will  hopefully  carry  over  to  energize  other 
activism.  Years  of  work  lie  ahead  in  reforming  our  antiquated  systems  for  health  care, 
environmental  protection,  energy,  taxation  and  the  economy,  immigration,  foreign  policy  and 
national  defense. 


New  technologies  helped  drive  this  campaign,  far  surpassing  what  we’ve  seen  before.  Not  only 
did  Obama  and  fellow  Democrats  raise  staggering  amounts  of  money,  but  they  also  had  fun  doing  it  with  mass 
emails,  YouTube  videos  and  outrageous  and  creative  websites.  How  do  you  pull  off  a  pep  rally  conference  call 
with  20,000  campaign  workers?  The  Obama  campaign  did  it. 

This  two-year  campaign  for  the  White  House  has  generated  a  healthy  examination  of  racial  and 
gender  issues  in  our  nation.  Stereotypes  and  conventional  ideas  have  been  challenged  and  broken 
down,  both  in  public  and  around  kitchen  tables.  The  discussions  comparing  Hillary  Clinton  and  Sarah  Palin 
have  been  fascinating.  Obama’s  speeches  on  race  have  elevated  our  national  debate,  and  his  personal  story  has 
opened  the  eyes  of  many  to  the  nuances  and  complexities  of  today’s  increasingly  multiracial  America.  But  not 
all  is  well  on  the  equality  front:  Several  states  passed  anti-equality  measures  that  harm  the  LGBT  community. 
Still,  we  hope  that  the  change  at  the  top  will  soon  lead  to  better  results  for  same-sex  couples. 

Where  did  the  Iraq  War  go  in  this  election?  National  surveys  before  the  election  indicated  only 
10  percent  think  the  war  is  a  top  priority  (economy  was  number  one),  but  Iraq  was  still  a  strong  factor  in 
emotional  support  for  Obama.  And  the  growing  price  tag  of  the  war  had  to  be  a  factor  among  many  of  those 
worried  about  the  economy.  Likewise  the  environment  has  been  largely  ignored  or  simplified  in  this 
election.  But  hopeful  enviros  have  lined  up  behind  Obama,  based  on  his  promises  of  a  new  green  economy  and 
federal  funding  for  green  energy. 

Democrats  are  inheriting  a  staggering  mess  on  multiple  fronts:  economic  chaos,  two  unwinnable  wars, 
environmental  damage,  climate  change  and  more.  Republicans  retained  a  lot  of  seats  in  both  chambers  and  we 
can  expect  a  degree  of  conservative  backlash,  a  digging  in  of  heels,  obfuscation  and  passive  aggression.  But 
Obama  has  shown  skill  in  bringing  people  together  across  ideological  lines.  He  could  not  have  won  otherwise. 

This  is  not  the  end  of  the  Republican  Party,  but  it  is  a  new  beginning  for  Republicans  to  regroup,  reorganize 
and  begin  their  strategy  to  regain  power  in  2012  or  2016.  The  electoral  landscape  has  changed,  perhaps 
forever.  Who  would  have  thought,  even  a  few  months  ago,  that  Virginia  and  Indiana  would  go  Democratic? 

But  for  now,  the  political  and  emotional  rollercoaster  ride  is  over.  Congress  will  likely  meet  and  begin  work 
on  a  new  agenda  before  Obama  is  sworn  in  Jan.  20.  For  now  we  have  some  time  to  prepare  for  the  holidays, 
reconnect  with  loved  ones,  clean  the  bird  cage,  take  walks  in  the  rain  and  revive  our  spirits  for  the  coming 
battles.

As  Portland  is  to  musical  hotspots  today,  Athens,  Ga.,  was  to  music-making  back  in  the  '80s 
and  '90s.

Women  had  not  felt  welcomed  at  the  masculine,  violent  environments  at  punk  concerts,  and  had  aimed  to  create  a  female-friendly  arena  for 
women  to  come  interact,  without  fear  or  discrimination,  with  the  music.  The  Riot  Grrrl  movement  also  included  national  conventions,  the  Pus- 
systock  concert  festival,  and  a  range  of  feminist-themed  ‘zines. 

Today,  some  Riot  Grrrl  ideals  are  carried  on  by  some  members  of  the  indie-  and  punk-rock  cultures,  performers  who  create  politically  charged 
music  and  independent  music  festivals,  such  as  Grrrlz  Rock!,  that  perpetuate  the  Riot  Grrrls’  girl-positive  message. 

Grrrlz  Rock!,  now  in  its  third  year,  has  sought  to  carry  this  legacy  forward  by  promoting  women  by  utilizing  a  variety  of  media  resources  and 
welcoming  women  from  all  corners  of  the  entertainment  industry.  This  year’s  line-up  includes  a  burlesque  show,  roller  derby,  a  Ph.D.-led  panel 
discussion,  film  festival  and  regional  comedy  festival.

Teenie  Harris'  photos  at  DIVA 


Portraits  depict  a  person,  and  a 
whole  lot  more.  They  tell  us  about 
trade  —  look  at  the  clothing!  — 
relationships  —  look  at  the  interaction 
between  these  people!  —  and  power. 
Photographs  add  details  about  place  and  era, 
gaining  poignancy  as  the  years  go  on.  That’s 
the  gorgeous  discovery  in  Charles  “Teenie” 
Harris’  work. 


“Rhapsody  in  Black  and  White,”  31 
images  from  Harris’  collection  of  more  than 
80,000  shots,  came  to  town  to  accompany 
the  Ronald  K.  Brown/Evidence  Dance 
piece  One  Shot  at  the  Hult  Oct.  25.  The 
dance  was  based  on  Harris’  photographs, 
which  he  amassed  during  his  decades  as  a 
photographer  for  the  Pittsburgh  Courier. 

Harris  was  known  as  “One  Shot”  for 


his  genius  at  framing  photos  in  one  take. 
Whether  you  saw  One  Shot  or  no,  you 
should  head  to  One  Shot’s  show,  where 
silver  gelatin  prints  provide  warmth  and 
immediacy.  Choreographer  Brown,  along 
with  curator  Deborah  Willis,  picked  these 
specific  images  to  illustrate  the  inspiration 
for  the  dance. 


Harris’  photos  make  up  the  largest 
repository  of  visual  info,  in  the  world, 
about  a  black  community.  They’re  full 
of  information,  but  they’re  also  full  of 
evocative  moments  in  daily  life.  Do  not  miss 
this  nationally  important  show,  up  through 
Nov.  22  at  DIVA,  110W.  Broadway.  MT 


Moments  of  tenderness 
mix  with  shots  about 
everyday  life,  relaxation  and, 
yes,  death.  But  there’s  humor 
as  well:  Tom  Thumb  wedding 
with  young  boy  and  girl  in 
costume  might  be  the  funniest 
thing  in  the  building,  with  a 
young  girl,  her  lips  in  a  perfect 
moue,  looking  haughtily  at 
her  escort,  a  tiny  boy  whose 
face  couldn’t  express  more 
disgust.  Harris  shoots  children 
exceptionally  well,  but  three 
photos  of  adults  stand  out. 
One’s  of  a  waitress  whose 
joy  at  being  paid  attention 
to  matches  the  dignity  with 
which  Harris  captures  her. 
One’s  of  Harris’  wife  by  their 
car  in  Homewood  (the  black 
Pittsburgh  neighborhood  also 
described,  memorably,  in  John 
Edgar  Wideman’s  books). 
Finally,  there’s  a  barbershop, 
where  customer  Jerry  Sumpter 
relaxes  with  the  kind  of  smile 
that  makes  the  viewer  know 
he  feels  perfectly  at  home.

Family  darkness  amidst  happy-happy  joy-joy

cichel  Getting  Married  is  so 
nearly  a  very  good  film  that  I 
V  m  want  to  be  as  hard  on  it  as  some 
of  its  characters  are  on  themselves  — 
and  each  other.  It  has  a  shiny  pedigree  in 
director  Jonathan  Demme  and  screenwriter 
Jenny  Lumet  (daughter  of  Sidney);  it 
gives  Anne  Hathaway  a  chance  to  chew 
on  something  new  and  relatively  dark; 
and  it  presents  one  of  the  most  enviably 
hip,  sweet,  entertaining  weddings  ever 
filmed.  Handheld  cameras,  extras  playing 
themselves  and  the  constant  presence 
of  a  gaggle  of  improvising  musicians 
give  the  setting  —  a  long  weekend  at 
the  Connecticut  home  of  the  bride  —  an 
engaging  immediacy  and  intimacy.  But  the 
unfussy  look  of  the  film  and  the  delightfully 
believable  interplay  between  the  characters 
also  serve  to  highlight  its  main  failing: 
Underlying  every  bit  of  tension  is  a  fairly 


every  button. 

Thankfully,  Rachel  Getting  Married 
isn’t  simply  about  the  troubled  sister 
wrecking  the  weekend  of  a  bunch  of 
perfect  people.  Rachel,  in  her  passive- 
aggressive  way,  can  give  as  good  as  she 
gets;  dad  Paul  (Bill  Irwin)  tries  to  let 
everything  slide  off  his  back;  mom  Abby 
(Debra  Winger),  in  a  scene  that  nearly 
throws  the  film  irredeemably  off-track, 
puts  on  her  blinders  about  the  incident 
in  the  family’s  past  that’s  used  to  explain 
so  much  of  their  present.  There’s  greater 
interest  in  the  way  Rachel  and  Kym’s 
family  interacts  with  the  family  of  the 
groom,  the  quiet,  steady  Sidney  (Tunde 
Adebimpe,  better  known  in  some  circles 
as  the  singer  for  TV  on  the  Radio).  They 
repeatedly  toast  Sidney  and  his  family, 
welcome  them,  speak  about  how  pleased 
they  are  to  be  coming  together,  but  the 
actual  conversations  are,  for  the  most  part, 
family  specific.  These  people  are  closed 
off,  wounded,  messy;  their  inability  to  get 
beyond  each  other  says  much  more  than 
their  words  about  blame  and  favorites  and 
guilt.

standard  story  of  domestic  drama  as  a 
result  of  tragedy. 

It’s  never  enough,  it  seems,  to  have  a 
family  made  up  of  ordinary,  flawed  people; 
there  must  be  an  event  in  the  past  that 
defines  their  relationships  and  allows  for 
a  lot  of  blame  to  be  tossed  around.  Here, 
the  guilty  party  is  Kym  (Hathaway),  a 
recovering  addict  let  out  of  rehab  to  attend 
her  sister’s  wedding.  Kym  is  presented  in 
a  few  careful  strokes:  She’s  clearly  and 
warmly  happy  to  see  her  father,  but  she 
wastes  no  time  reminding  the  woman  in 
the  front  seat  that  she  is  not  Kym’s  mother, 
and  she’s  far  tarter  about  the  various 
friends  and  family  that  await  at  home.  This 
back  and  forth  between  love  and  horribly 
timed,  apparently  irresistible  honesty  is  the 
teeter-totter  on  which  Kym  sits,  veering 
from  reminiscing  lovingly  with  her  sister 
to  pushing  Rachel  (Rosemarie  DeWitt) ’s 


This  is  why  Rachel  is  almost  great: 
it’s  layered  and  complex  under  that 
oversimplified  family-drama  coating.  The 
film  feels  like  a  wedding,  all  ups  and  downs 
and  speeches  that  drag  and  awkwardly 
sweet  moments,  and  there’s  a  casual 
sense  of  wholeness  to  the  production  that 
enhances  this  impression.  Demme’s  guest 
list  for  the  wedding  includes  musicians, 
family  members,  actors,  nonactors, 
friends,  the  audience;  those  constantly 
playing  musicians  get  on  our  nerves  as 
much  as  they  do  the  characters’.  In  the 
end,  Rachel’s  wedding  is  so  inclusive, 
so  buoyantly  joyous,  it  pushes  back  the 
family  darkness  to  a  point,  for  a  while.  But 
it’s  telling  that  much  of  the  joy,  most  of  the 
exuberance,  comes  from  outside  the  family 
—  excepting  a  few  small  moments.  The 
happy  ending  isn’t  entirely  theirs.  Yet.  61/1/

Shooting  Stars 

A  Hollywood  master  flames  out 


WHAT  JUST  HAPPENED?:  Directed 

by  Barry  Levinson.  Written  by  Art  Linson.

Aiming  directly  for  Robert  Altman’s 
The  Player  but  landing  nearer  to 
For  Your  Consideration ,  What 
Just  Happened?  is  a  Hollywood  satire 
with  the  edges  filed  down.  It  has  more 
gums  than  teeth,  I’m  afraid,  concerning 
as  it  does  a  series  of  aging  stars  —  some 
of  them,  like  Sean  Penn  and  Bruce  Willis, 
playing  themselves  —  who,  along  with 
their  managers,  sense  their  influence 
waning  somewhat.  Actually,  the  story  arc 
of  What  Just  Happened?  isn’t  manifestly 
about  aging;  instead,  it  creates  a  double 
helix  of  fun  around  Bruce  Willis’s  beard 
(and  his  unwillingness  to  shave  it)  and  a 
scene  in  which  a  dog  gets  executed  (and 
a  director’s  unwillingness  to  cut  it).  With 
material  like  that,  a  film  better  find  a  spry 
mix  of  vanity  and  vulnerability,  but  What 
Just  Happened?  is  resolutely  stiff  in  its 
bones.  One  hardly  expects  Hollywood  to 
give  itself  the  Huguenot  treatment  —  a 
throat- slashing,  grave-robbing  vision  of 
the  industry’s  excess  —  but  having  a  few 
fierce  creatures  around  wouldn’t  hurt. 

Fiercely  is,  in  fact,  the  name  of  Ben’s 
(Robert  DeNiro ’s)  current  project,  an  action 
flick  starring  Sean  Penn.  Fiercely  won’t 
get  released  by  studio  chief  Lou  (a  steely 
Catherine  Keener)  unless  director  Jeremy 
(Micheal  Wincott)  removes  the  jarring  dog- 
death  scene.  Lou’s  job  is  to  eviscerate  films 


until  they’re  palatable,  while  Jeremy’s  job 
seems  to  be  impersonating  Axl  Rose.  Ben,  a 
Hollywood  producer,  doesn’t  need  the  drama 
—  it’s  in  his  films  already.  Beyond  Willis’s 
facial  hair,  which  is  way  more  hillbilly  than 
haute,  Ben  still  has  the  problem  of  his  ex- 
wife  Kelly  (Robin  Wright  Penn),  a  woman 
he  can  neither  abide  nor  live  without  but 
who  appears  to  be  dating  a  writer  named 
Scott  (Stanley  Tucci).  That’s  a  page  directly 
from  The  Player ,  but  my  reaction  is  the 
same  now  as  then:  Writers  are  good  at  many 
things  —  talking  about  writing,  thinking 
about  writing,  and  yes,  sometimes  writing 
itself  —  but  they  do  not  do  the  things  that 
movies  say  they  do,  like  stealing  girls  and 
plotting  people’s  destruction.  They  just 
don’t  have  the  stomachs  for  it. 

It’s  all  very  complicated  for  Ben,  a 
graceful  but  insecure  man  for  whom  the 
truth  is  always  partial,  a  quality  which  makes 
him  one  hell  of  a  producer  but  pretty  lousy 
as  a  husband.  What  Just  Happened?  is  not 
that  funny,  but  it’s  more  than  a  little  scary,  at 
least  in  terms  of  how  much  Ben  succeeds  at 
neglecting  what’s  important  (love)  for  what 
he  thinks  is  important  (work).  Thus  the  film 
has  very  little  to  care  about  because  Ben 
himself  is  so  unlikable  and  undemonstrative. 
Like  all  sharks,  he  doesn’t  emote;  he  just 
feeds  and  feeds  relentlessly  And  he’ll  remain 
a  shark  until  a  bigger  fish  arrives  and  decides 
Ben  looks  like  lunch. 

Producer  and  director  Barry  Levinson 
has  created  a  number  of  important  films,  but 
he’s  never  matched  his  run  from  Diner ,  his 
1982  debut,  to  Rain  Man  a  few  years  later. 
As  if  sensing  the  staleness  of  his  material 
this  time  out  (the  screenplay,  by  producer 
Art  Linson,  is  based  upon  Linson’s  book), 
Levinson  compensates  with  a  fast-cut  style 
that  only  makes  matters  worse,  undercutting 
the  script’s  emptiness  with  hyperkinetic  shots 
of  Ben  driving  on  the  freeway.  It’s  meant  to 
evoke  a  powerlessness  that’s  too  obvious  and 
trite.  Late  in  the  film,  in  a  thoughtful  defense 
of  director  Jeremy,  Ben  finally  stands  his 
ground,  but  it  only  gets  him  left  behind  when 
Lou  easily  outsmarts  them  both.  A  shark 
is  a  shark.  Why  change  Ben  now?  It  left 
me  thinking  of  the  film’s  title  in  a  way  the 
director  couldn’t  have  intended.

The  album  didn't  disappoint.  Brooke's  voice 
is  sweeter  than  I  remember,  illuminating  long- 
buried  Guthrie  lyrics  like  gems  held  up  to  the 
light.  The  album  improved  as  I  listened  and, 
like  a  good  houseguest,  provided  stimulating 
and  easy  companionship. 

As  the  music  played,  I  saw  a  different  side 
to  Guthrie  than  the  one  I  was  familiar  with.  In 
"All  You  Gotta  Do  is  Touch  Me,"  he  writes,  "I  fully 
aim  to  get  my  soul  known  again  /  As  the  maniac, 
the  saint,  the  sinner,  the  drinker,  the  thinker,  the 
gueer."  In  Brooke's  hands,  the  song  becomes  a 
flirtatious  and  bluesy  duet  with  Keb'  Mo'. 

For  the  album,  Brooke  chose  song  lyrics 
from  the  Woody  Guthrie  Archives  that  offer 
a  more  complex  and  personal  view  of  Guthrie 
than  much  of  his  recorded  music  does.  Guthrie 
wrote  these  lyrics  during  the  last  10  years  of 
his  life,  after  Huntington's  disease  had  begun 
to  take  hold. 

Brooke  performs  the  songs  in  a  primarily 
singer-songwriter  style,  accompanied  by  rich 
instrumentation.  They  are  a  world  apart  from 


Gypsy  Jazz 

The  Italian  Gypsy  jazz  trio  Opa  Cupa 
specializes  in  jazz  improvisation  on  odd- 
metered  Balkan,  Roma,  Albanian  and  other 
traditional  southeastern  European  tunes. 
Led  by  trumpeter  Cesare  dell'Anna,  the  high- 
spirited  group  has  performed  with  Gogol 
Bordello  and  recorded  with  the  legendary 
Queen  of  Rom  music,  Esma  Redizpova.  For 
this  performance,  Opa  Cupa  is  augmented 
by  two  members  of  the  equally  vivacious 
Fishtank  Ensemble,  including  violinist  Fabrice 
Martinez,  and  by  singer  Eva  Primack  from 
New  York's  Slavic  Soul  Party.  The  concert 
also  features  Kef,  the  local  nonet  (clarinet, 
accordion,  trumpets,  bass,  vocals,  percussion 
and  more)  that  covers  similar  territory,  with 
excursions  into  klezmer,  Greek  and  adjoining 
musical  territories.  Eugene  is  becoming  a 
regional  capital  of  Balkan  music,  so  there's 
sure  to  be  a  strong  turnout  and  some  dancing, 
but  this  is  a  fun  show  for  any  fans  of  jazz  and 
world  music.

I  put  Jonatha  Brooke's  new  album  The 
Works  on  the  stereo  over  the  weekend  and  left 
it  there.

Guthrie's  traditional  one-man-one-guitar 
style,  and  at  times  Brooke's  delivery  seems  a 
little  too  pleasant  for  Guthrie's  intimate  and 
bittersweet  lyrics.  But  the  album  is  highly 
listenable,  and  overall  Brooke's  voice  is  able 
to  carry  off  the  complexity  of  Guthrie's  words 
while  offering  a  sweetness  well-suited  to 
Sunday  evening  at  home.

Live  From  New  Y  - 
I  Mean,  Eugene 

You  know  you've  always  wanted  to  be  in 
a  music  video.  And  if  you  make  it  to  Diablo's 
Downtown  Lounge  for  the  three-day  "Live 
From  Eugene"  festival,  you,  too,  can  be  forever 
immortalized  in  rock-out  position.  Well,  sort  of. 
Filmmaker  Carson  Hughes  is  creating  a  DVD 
series,  "Live  From  Your  City,"  to  document  local 
scenes  on  video  by  hosting  music  festivals  and 
filming  them.  This  show  in  Eugene  is  Hughes' 
second,  after  recording  a  Hush  Records-heavy 
DVD  in  Portland  (Corvallis  and  Salem  are  next 
up).  The  lineup's  pretty  eclectic,  and  the  order 
of  the  performers  slaps  guiet  acoustic  folk 
acts  like  The  Comforters  aside  folklore-geared 
metal  bands  like  Heathen  Lore,  jam  bands  like 
Just  People  aside  more  metal  (ISSA).  It  defies 
logic.  And  yet  Hughes'  resume  is  nothing  to 
sneer  at;  dude's  directed  music  videos  and 
filmed  live  shows  for  artists  from  Too  Short  to 
David  Bazan  to  the  Lifesavas. 

But  don't  be  fooled:  The  lineup  is  not  just 
made  up  of  exclusively  Eugene  bands,  as 
the  project's  title  might  suggest.  There  are 
several  Portland  acts  (including  Dat'r),  as 
well  as  an  L.A.-based  band  (Silent  Treatment) 
on  the  roster,  and  the  coveted  evening 
slots  on  Friday  are  taken  up  by  out-of-town 
bands.  Which  brings  us  to  the  performances 
themselves.  See,  there  are  30  bands  playing 
this  three-day  festival.  Each  one  will  play  five 
songs,  which  means  that,  if  each  song  clocks 
in  at  an  average  of  four  minutes,  every  band 
will  play  a  20-30  minute  set.  So  if  you  want  to 
see  a  band  and  be  in  the  film  of  their  live  show, 
show  up  on  time;  fame  waits  for  no  one.  See 
livefromyourcity.com/news/  for  the  complete 
lineup.

Art  makes  a  great  lens  for  viewing  other 
cultures.  The  work  of  local  artists  forms  the 
backdrop  for  the  first  annual  Pueblo  a  Pueblo 
concert  and  exhibit,  which  showcases  the  work 
of  unconventional  Mexican  songwriters  whose 
work  too  seldom  makes  it  across  the  Rio  Bravo, 
er,  Rio  Grande.  Instead  of  exchanging  pesos 


for  dollars,  the  event  trades  acoustic  Mexican 
music  for  Eugenean  visual  arts.  This  first 
installment  features  artists  Nancy  Roberts, 
Sue  Bitterling,  Chuck  Reinwald,  Erin  Bucklew, 
Carolyn  Quinn,  Robin  Marks-Fife,  Vincent 
Ramirez,  Gazelle  Stasney,  Rex  Purkerson, 
Ellen  Gabehart,  Amy  Costales,  Mark  Poole  and 
Jessica  Zapata.  The  performance  includes 
the  enchanting  trova  music  of  Cuernavaca's 
Alfonso  Maya,  whose  intimate  voice  manages 
to  be  simultaneously  warm  and  cool.  You  don't 
need  to  speak  Spanish  to  fall  under  his  spell. 
The  show  also  features  the  guietly  dramatic 
music  of  Mamacoatl.

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for  the  gusto  with  "More  Than  I  Know,”  "Time 
Keeps  On  Movin'"  and  "Over  Indulgence  and 
Time  to  Kill."  Gusto  is  what  the  rest  of  Pale 
desperately  needs  more  of. 

Fortier  was  on  the  right  path  with  his 
2007  release,  the  stripped-down  demo  tape 
Drunk,  but  appears  to  have  made  amends 
with  the  airbrushes  available  to  him  in  a 
studio  setting.  The  result  is  that  some  tracks 
sound  less  like  Tyler  Fortier  and  more  like 
Bob  Dylan  ("The  Nameless  Wanderer")  or 
Elvis  Presley  ("Whiskey  Blues").  But  the  final 
three  songs  are  all  Fortier,  all  the  way.  On  the 
blues-rock  slow-burner  "Over  Indulgence," 
Fortier  delivers  nuggets  like  "She's  got  time 
to  kill  /  she  does  it  so  very  well,"  and  a  sultry 
female  chorus  echoes  ("She  got  time!")  over 
a  piercing  fiddle  solo.  And  then  the  album 


ends.  To  my  mind,  Pale  Moon  Rise  was  just 
getting  started.

Dot  Dot  Dot  ...  BOOM! 

There  is  more  than  one  way  to  do  electro¬ 
pop,  but  there  is  only  one  way  to  do  it  right. 
Los  Angeles  (via  Boston)  group  Chop  Chop 
fall  into  both  the  former  and  latter,  mixing 
up  its  approaches  to  the  genre  but  virtually 
nailing  it,  track  after  track.  Central  to  Chop 
Chop  is  Catherine  Cavanagh  and  her  wistful, 
whispery  voice.  Like  a  softer,  poppier  Mirah, 
Cavanagh  elaborates  on  the  life,  love  and  lust 
of  an  artistic-class  bohemian  on  CC's  new 
album,  Screens,  due  out  the  day  before  the 
band's  Eugene  show. 


On  Screens,  CC  goes  the  lofty  distance  on 
string-backed  tracks  like  "C  Train  David"  and 
"Damascus,"  crafting  ethereal,  interpersonal 
scenarios.  The  group  does  straightforward 
guitar-and-drum  balladry  about  unrequited 
love  between  friends  on  "Play,"  while  "Goon 
Shoe  Drop"  uses  synthesizers  to  fuzz  out  a 
sinister  dance  track  that  asks,  rather  elliptically, 
"How  did  you  get  past  my  living  room  /  into  my 
head  while  I'm  /  so  close  to  my  bed?"  It's  poppy 
goodness  that  manages  to  be  just  cheeky 
enough  without  meandering  into  sulky  territory. 
Vermont's  internationally  acclaimed  acoustic 
folk  rocker  Anais  Mitchell  and  Eugene's  own 
electro-pop  duo  Muke  round  out  this  exciting 
Hump  Day  billing.  Chop  Chop  plays  with  Anais 
Mitchell  and  Muke  at  10  pm  Wednesday,  Nov.  12, 
at  Luckey's.

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When  promoter  Cindy  Ingram 
started  booking  gigs  for  bands 
three  years  ago,  she  noticed 
something  weird. 

Almost  everyone  in  the  regional  music 
industry  was  male.  The  bar  owners,  the 
sound  people,  the  musicians  —  all  guys. 
So  she  decided  to  change  some  things  by 
organizing  Grrrlz  Rock!,  a  celebration  of 
women  in  the  music  biz.  Now  in  its  third 
year,  the  festival  has  grown  to  a  month¬ 
long  pile  of  shows  with  numbers  way  up 
over  last  year’s  events. 

“Everyone  gets  a  T-shirt,”  Ingram  says, 
“and  this  year,  I  had  to  order  420!  That’s 
more  than  double  the  people  from  last 
year.” 

Bands  and  singer- songwriters  join 
dancers,  comedians  and,  this  year,  a 
filmmaker  and  a  panel  on  women  and  work, 
at  venues  all  around  town  and  even  at  the 
Axe  and  Fiddle  in  Cottage  Grove. 

The  performers,  no  matter  how  many  or 
few  people  they  attract,  split  the  proceeds 
from  the  events,  and  they  all  get  paid  the 
same  amount.  “I  consider  that  to  be  fair 
and  feminist,”  Ingram  says. 

She  still  hasn’t  found  women  to  do  most 
of  the  sound  or  a  lot  of  women  owning  the 
venues.  But  she  hopes  that  as  Grrrlz  Rock! 
goes  on,  that  will  change.  After  all,  she 
didn’t  go  to  college  until  she  was  in  her 
early  30s  and  had  kids.  When  she  saw  that 


most  of  her  friends  had  degrees,  she  began 
to  think  that  college  wasn’t  a  goal  out  of 
her  reach,  and  she  eventually  graduated 
from  the  UO. 

With  the  celebration,  she  hopes  to 
inspire  a  group  of  women  and  young 
musicians  to  set  their  own  goals  and  figure 
out  how  to  get  there.  “Being  around  people 
who  can  do  it  encourages  people  to  stretch 
out  a  little  bit  and  think  they  can  do  it,  too,” 
she  says,  “whether  that  be  performing  or 
something  else  that  feels  kind  of  scary.” 

Two  jam  sessions  that  involve  any  or 
all  of  the  performers  might  advance  that 
notion.  Ingram  doesn’t  know  whether 
more  comedians,  more  rockers  or  more 
Americana-playing  folks  will  show  up, 
but  she’s  keeping  it  open  for  the  Nov.  16 
and  23  sessions  at  Luckey’s.  And  a  panel 
at  Davis’  on  Nov.  15  features  UO  feminist 
philosophy  prof  Naomi  Zack  moderating 
a  discussion  among  a  judge,  a  game 
developer  and  other  women  involved  in 
traditionally  male- dominated  fields. 

“I  feel  like  it’s  my  form  of  activism,” 
Ingram  says.  “I  get  a  chance  as  a  mom 
to  have  my  kids  be  around  all  of  these 
amazing  people,  and  they  see  that  if  you 
have  an  idea  and  keep  working  at  it,  you 
can  create  new  things.”

A  guide  to  Rocky  Horror  at  ACE 


I’m  not  reviewing  The  Rocky  Horror 
Show.  The  script  is  ridiculous,  the  music 
trite  and  the  acting?  Beyond  campy. 
Choreography  consists  of  the  regulation 
standard  box  steps,  jazz  hands  and  pelvic 
thmsts.  The  Actors  Cabaret  of  Eugene 
emphasizes  sex,  glitz  and  shock  value. 

So  basically,  it’s  perfect.  Beyond  perfect 
—  a  transcendent  experience  for  fans  of 
Rocky  Horror  and  a  fun  night  out  for  the 
rest  of  us.  A  tip  sheet: 

Whom  to  take 

I  chose  my  crew  carefully  for  the  epically 
vulgar  Rocky.  Julie  was  my  partner  in  crime 
20  years  ago  when  we  were  awkward  high 
school  sophomores  in  a  Joe  Zingo  production 
of  Rocky  Horror.  Kim  was  the  director  of  the 
shadow  cast  for  the  UO  screenings  of  Rocky 
two  years  running  -  a  coinsure. 

I  suggest  that  you  gather  a  group  of 
your  loudest,  loosest,  least  prudent  friends. 
I’d  avoid  this  play  for  first  dates,  showing 
people  around  Eugene  and  family  reunions. 
But  then  again,  I  don’t  know  your  family. 

What  to  expect 

Sex  and  silliness,  a  live  band  and  an 
enthusiastic  cast:  What  more  does  The 
Rocky  Horror  Show  need?  To  prepare  for 
his  role  as  Rocky  (an  adorable  monster 
created  for  the  purpose  of  great  sex)  veteran 
actor  Colin  Gray  was  instmeted  to  practice 
Charles  Atlas-esque  poses  before  the  mirror. 
When  he  attempted  to  look  deeper  into  his 
character,  he  was  asked  to  stop  overthinking 
and  just  relax  and  have  fun.  That  advice  will 
serve  audience  members  as  well. 

What  to  wear 

After  hours  of  trying  to  squeeze  an  aura  of 
drag  queen  out  of  our  professional  wardrobes, 
we  were  pleased  with  ourselves.  Like  an 
ostentation  of  rhinestoned,  big-haired,  stiletto- 
heeled  peacocks,  we  strutted  into  the  theater. 
ACE  Producer  Jim  Roberts’  face  fell  when  he 
saw  us:  “Aw,  you  girls  didn’t  dress  up!” 

What?  I  was  wearing  a  brooch!  But  a 
quick  survey  of  the  theater  confirmed  we 
were  looking  pretty  tame.  We  should  have 
worn  boas,  wigs,  tutus  and  party  hats. 
And  definitely  eyeliner.  We  learned  that 
audience  member  goals  should  be  to  wear 
as  much  glitz  as  possible  while  exposing 
the  maximum  amount  of  skin. 


How  to  behave 

One  does  not  go  to  The  Rocky  Horror 
Show  for  cultural  enlightenment;  one  goes 
to  join  in  the  fun.  The  film’s  cult  following 
has  a  30-year  tradition  of  audience 
participation.  According  to  Gray,  the  actors 
are  prepared  for  just  about  any  eventuality 
—  and  if  you’re  trying  to  throw  an  actor 
off,  you  should  know  they  are  equally  busy 
trying  to  crack  each  other  up. 

A  few  guidelines:  You  should  jump  up 
and  do  The  Time  Warp.  You  may  not  throw 
anything.  The  band  leads  most  of  the  talk- 
back,  but  audience  members  speak  freely. 
You  should  engage  but  remember  that  the 
audience  has  come  to  see  the  show,  not  you. 
Keep  in  mind  that  Narrator  Chris  Me  Vein  is 
not  a  2-D  projection  on  a  screen,  and  Cate 
Wolfenbarger  is  not,  to  my  knowledge,  a 
sex-crazed  groupie.  They  can  hear  and  see 
everything  you  do. 

How  (not)  to  get  served 

We  had  a  hard  time  getting  anything  to 
eat  or  drink.  Actors  double  as  servers,  and 
the  bar  was  either  closed  or  totally  backed 
up  while  an  exhausted  Me  Vein  tried  to 
negotiate  drinks  for  100+  patrons.  If  you 
want  dessert  at  intermission,  you  have  to 
order  it  before  the  show,  but  no  one  ever 
stopped  by  our  table  to  ask.  If  libations  are 
a  necessity  for  your  experience  of  Rocky,  be 
prepared  to  wrestle  down  an  actor/waiter. 
We  considered  doing  what  we  certainly  did 
not  do  in  high  school  and  smuggling  in  a 
flask.  But  that  would  be  wrong. 

But  isn't  the  movie  better? 

No.  Rocky  was  originally  a  stage  show, 
mocking  sci-fi  horror  flicks.  It  was  not 
until  the  musical  was  made  into  the  1975 
film  that  the  shadow  cast  and  audience 
talk-back  became  de  rigueur.  Rocky 
purists  may  be  tempted  to  eschew  the 
stage  production,  but  a  trip  to  ACE  is  an 
essential  experience.  The  synergy  created 
by  the  interaction  between  a  live  cast  and 
audience  alleviates  the  darkness  of  the 
show.  This  ACE  show  has  a  tongue-in- 
cheek,  all-out  razzle  dazzle  spin,  making 
the  stage  production  a  lighthearted, 
hilarious  night  out  with  the  girls  —  or 
people  dressed  up  as  girls.  BVH

Another:  Thursday,  Oct.  9,  David 
Lett  of  Eyrie  Vineyards,  the  man

with  bringing  pinot  noir  to 
Oregon,  then  with  bringing 
the  world  to  Oregon  pinot 
noir.

‘hang-time’  pinot, 
deeply  colored

This 
is  the  month  when  we  usually  scope  our 
Thanksgiving  wines,  and  nobody  loves  a 
holiday  like  Mole  (except  maybe  his  lovely 
wife,  Molly).  He  tried  to  raise  my  spirits, 
but  my  spirits  lurked  on  the  banks  of  River 
Styx,  watching  Charon  ferry  friends  into  the 
shadows. 

On  Saturday,  Oct.  11,  Zareh  Marashlian 
“crossed  over,”  in  the  euphemistic  terms  of 
the  woman  at  RiverBend’s  info  desk.  I  stood 
at  that  desk,  holding  a  crystal  vase  of  dahlias 
intended  for  Zareh  and  his  wife,  Kimberly. 
The  receptionist’s  words  socked  me  in  the 
gut.  I  was  there  on  Sunday,  proffering  my 
vapid  vase  and  futile  flowers.  I  had  loved  the 
man,  and  meant  to  tell  him,  and  I  was  too 
late.  We  always  think  we  have  more  time, 
enough  time,  and  we  never  do. 

Many  Eugeneans,  those  who  love  good 
food  and  wine,  are  innocently  indebted  to 
Zareh  Marashlian.  As  a  partner  —  with 
Frank  Emandes  and  Armen  Kevrekian  —  in 
Ambrosia  Restaurant,  Zareh  contributed  his 
gift,  his  “good  taste  buds,”  his  unerring  sense 
of  flavors  and  textures,  to  making  Ambrosia, 
and  more  recently  Portland’s  Touche,  into 
successes.  In  the  restaurant  world,  Zareh 
was  one  of  the  very  good  guys,  generous, 


argued  that  pinot 
noir  should  be  lighter,  more  delicate,  and 
that  such  wines  will  age  gracefully  when 
hang- time  pinots  die  young. 

The  wine  press  and  the  wine  market 
resisted  Lett’s  message  —  until  this  year, 
when  Eyrie  2006  Estate  Pinot  Noir  ($34) 
drew  rave  reviews  for  bright  varietal-defined 
fruit  and,  ahem,  delicacy.  Maybe  the  wine 
world  has  had  enough  of  hang-time  pinots 
and  their  dreary  sameness.  Maybe  Lett  won 
that  war,  just  ran  out  of  time  before  he  could 
harvest  the  fruits  of  the  peace. 

“Mole,”  I  said,  “we  got  hope,  thanks, 
more  hope,  a  little  wine.  Let’s  do  it.”  He 
beamed.  We  soldiered  on.  Our  report: 

Bubbles  can  lighten  the  bluest  mood,  and 
this  month  we  got  clued  to  Secco  Verde, 
a  flat-out  yummy  sparkler  with  a  global 
pedigree:  Italian  name,  German  maker 
(Holz  Weisbrodt),  Austrian  grape  (Gruner 
Veltliner),  pretty  package  (clear  frosted 
glass,  gold  foil  covering  the  first  plastic 
screw-top  for  bubbly  we’ve  seen),  decent 
price  ($18.50).  But  it’s  about  flavors:  dry, 
crisp,  tingling  with  notes  of  lime  and  Asian 
pear, primo  vino  for  an  aperitivo,  Ja! 

Another  pretty  white  for  your 
Thanksgiving  table:  Illahe  2007  Estate 
Riesling  ($17.50)  is  just  off-dry,  with  a 
whisper  of  sweetness  accenting  flavors  of 
apples,  pears,  citrus  and  mineral.  Will  match 
well  with  spicy  foods  or  big  birds. 

Big  red,  big  flavors:  Maison  du  Midi 
2005  Plan  de  Dieu  Cotes  du  Rhone 
($14.50)  has  depth,  complexity  (dark  fruits, 
spices)  and  character.  Makes  a  fine  guest  at 
the  table. 

We  end  with  more  hope:  that  you’re  warm, 
well  fed,  happy,  lively  and  among  friends  in 
a  still-valiant,  still-vibrant,  still-free  country. 
If  so,  give  fervent  thanks  all  around.  Shed 
the  blues,  savor  the  splendor.  Bill/

And  that,  as  anonymous  dog-fuck¬ 
ers  have  pointed  out  to  me  repeatedly  over  the  years,  is  the  same  logic  homophobes  use  to 
justify  their  bigotry.  But  when  I  go  on  the  record  about  bestiality  -  and  it's  always  con  -  I  do 
go  out  of  my  way  to  throw  the  animal  lovers  a  bone:  If  I  were  a  sheep,  I'd  certainly  rather  be 
screwed  than  stewed. 

But  still.  Ick. 

Seeing  as  I'm  biased  against  bestiality  -  particularly  dog-fuckery,  as  I  don't  understand 
how  people  even  keep  dogs  as  pets  -  I'm  going  to  recuse  myself  for  a  few  paragraphs. 

"In  most  cases  the  animal  is  willing  and  able,"  says  Martin  Weinberg,  a  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Sociology  at  Indiana  University  who  has  studied  zoophilia.  "It  is  difficult  and 
dangerous  to  try  and  force  an  animal  to  do  something  it  doesn't  want  to  do,"  adds  Weinberg. 
"However,  bestiality  is  against  the  law  in  many  states,  even  though  I  do  not  see  it  as  abuse 
unless  the  animal  is  physically  forced." 

And  then  Dr.  Weinberg  makes  an  important  point,  one  that  your  fiance  needs  to  take  to 
heart,  one  that  you  might  wanna  have  tattooed  backward  on  his  forehead  the  next  time  he 
blacks  out:  "But  if  the  girlfriend  isn't  interested  in  watching  it  (or  in  actually  participating  in 
the  act),  the  man  should  be  informed  that  trying  to  force  her  into  doing  so  is  (to  me)  partner 
abuse."

"The  man  this  woman  is  talking  about,  as  far  as  we  know,  has  never  had  sex  with  ani¬ 
mals,"  says  Dr.  Hani  Miletski,  author  of  Understanding  Bestiality  &  Zoophilia.  "He  just  likes  to 
watch,  which  is  very  common.  There  are  numerous  sites  online  that  feature  bestiality,  and 
many  curious  people  visit  them  often.  For  some,  it's  just  curiosity." 

And  for  some  it's  so  much  more. 

Will  your  boyfriend,  in  Dr.  Miletski's  opinion,  be  able  to  let  this  fantasy  remain  a  fantasy? 

Or  will  he  seek  it  out  again? 

"It's  always  difficult  to  predict  what  the  future  will  bring,"  says  Dr.  Miletski,  "but  my  guess 
is  that  he  will  always  use  the  idea  of  bestiality  as  a  part,  probably  a  major  part,  of  his  sexual 
fantasy.  He  will  probably  try  to  get  his  current  girlfriend  to  go  along  with  the  fantasy  and  act 
it  out ...  but  if  she  doesn't  feel  comfortable  with  that,  she  should  continue  to  do  and  say  what 
she  has  already  done  and  said.” 

So  what  the  hell  do  you  do,  DDS? 

I  know  what  I  would  do:  If  my  partner  could  only  get  it  up  while  images  of  dogs  fucking 
my  ass  danced  in  his  head,  that  would  be  a  deal  breaker  right  there.  But  you're  more  compas¬ 
sionate  or  tolerant  or  indulgent  than  I  am,  I  guess,  DDS,  and  you  sound  inclined  to  stay  with 
this  guy.  And  when  drunk,  DDS,  you  sound  like  you  might  be  tempted  to  give  your  fiance  what 
he  wants.  ("I  can't  say  [it]  turned  me  off,  but  mainly  because  it  turned  him  on  so  much," 

"when  I  am  sober  it  makes  me  fairly  uncomfortable.")  So  here's  how  things  are  gonna  play 
out  if  you  stay  with  this  dude:  He's  going  to  bring  this  up  again  and  again,  and  his  commit¬ 
ment  to  cutting  back  on  booze  will  be  undermined  -  perhaps  fatally  -  by  what  booze  allows 
him  to  do,  i.e.,  lower  his  inhibitions  enough  to  go  there,  and  by  what  booze  allows  you  to  do, 
i.e.,  contemplate  fucking  dogs  with  some  level  of  comfort. 

I'm  not  saying  you  shouldn't  stay.  But  you  gotta  know  what  you're  signing  up  for:  At  the 
very  least,  you  will  be  indulging  him  in  dog-on-girl  -  or  dog-in-girl  or  dog-in-yoi/-  dirty  talk 
on  a  regular  basis.  And  he  will  live  in  hope  that,  if  you  talk  about  this  long  enough,  if  he  gets 
drunk  and  begs  you  often  enough  and  can  manage  to  get  you  drunk  enough,  you  will,  one 
day,  go  there.
